BENEFITS AND TAXES 
The new law increases benefits 
in three ways: 
First, after 18 months coverag e 
after June 1953, up to five years 
of lowest income may be dropped 
in fig uring averag e monthly in­ 
come under the system. Since ben­ 
efits are based on averag e income, 
this in effect provides big g er be- 
efits. 
Second, the new law raises the 
annual income base, on which ben­ 
efits are fig ured and tax es are 
paid, from the present max imum 
of $ 3,600 to $ 4,200 a year. 
This will provide big g er benefits 
in upper income brackets. It also 
means that workers making $ 4,200 
or more will pay $ 12 a year more 
in social security tax es at their 
2 per cent rate. Tbefr employers 
will pay the same increase. And 
many self-employed persons will 
pay $ 18 a year more in tax es, at 
their 3 per cent rate. 
Third, the new law establishes 
a new formula on which benefits 
are based. 
For a sing le retired worker, 
monthly benefits will be 55 per 
cent of the first $ 110 of averag e 
monthly earning s plus 20 per cent 
of the remainder, up to the new 
max imum base of $ 350 monthly. 
The old law paid out 55 per cent 
of the first $ 100, plus 15 per cent 
of the remainder up to the old 
base of $ 300. 
Benefits for wives, widows and 
children are a percentag e of the 
benefit earned by the worker. So 
they will g o up too, under the new 
formula'. 
The minimum for all beneficiar­ 
ies—retired workers or survivors 
—is raised from $ 25 to $ 30 monthly. 
The max imum for a sing le retired 
worker is raised from $ 85 to $ 108. 
50; for a retired worker and his 
wife from $ 127.50 to $ 162.80, and 
for an entire family from $ 168.80 
to $ 200..' 
Ex cept for a family, none of the 
max imums will be reached, how­ 
ever, until a worker has been cov­ 
ered by the new formula for 18 
months. The formula went into ef­ 
fect in September. So the new max ­ 
imums ean be reached in 1956 or 
later.

Peace-At-Any-? rice Philosophy Dangerous 
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Notice The Difference? 


When the consumer price index for Novem­ 
ber fluttered upward one-tenth of one per cent, 
the U S. Bureau of Labor Statistics had to dig 
into autc selling practices to learn why. 
It earned that the fractional flutter had been 
caused by dealers’ unwillingness to sell 1955 
models for less than list price. These were 
no higher than 1954 prices had been in most 
cases, but 1954 models had been selling at a 
discount. Hence, an apparent rile in the price 
index, which measures what people are pay­ 
ing for certain items on a standardized list of 
purchases. 
The index stood at an all-time high of 114.3 
in November, 1952. Its steady climb during 
World War II and the postwar inflation had 
carried it above 100 for the first time in 
1946. “ Creeping inflation” was a lively cam­ 
paign issue in 1952. 
Snce the presidential election 
that 
year, 
there has been almost no variation in the 
price index. In 24 months, fear of inflation has 
been eliminated. Moreover, despite the shrieks 
and ^nortf of calamity howlers hopeful of 
starting a price collapse, there is no active 
fear of deflation. 
Prices have been steadier since November, 
1952, than they have been during any other two- 
year peroid since the 
beginning 
War H. 


While the whole world has been 
waiting to learn which way the 
whims of the French Parliament 
would 
swing 
the 
vote 
for or 
against rearmament of Germany, 
it is a paradox that the peace-at- 
any-price 
pacifists 
i n 
America 
have not raised their usual argu­ 
ment about the dangers of pro­ 
voking Russia into a third world 
war. 
When 11 American airmen are 
sentenced as spies ^nd some legis­ 
lator in America has the temerity 
to suggest that maybe a naval or 
economic blockade would secure 
respect for the rights of citizens of 
the United States, wrongfully held 
by the Communists, the cry goes 
up that this would lead to another 
war. 
Also, when it is suggested that 
maybe the secretary general of 
the United Nations is traveling ail 
the way to Peiping to “ bet” for 
the release of the American air­ 
men, the answer comes from the 
pacifists that to do otherwise is 
to fail to carry out what they 
euphemistically call the “ Christian 
approach.” 
It is a little hard to understand 
why such forbearance wasn’t ad­ 
vocated by them in June 1950 when 
American 
intervention in Korea 
was ordered 
and s o m e 40,000 
American boys had to be killed to 
uphold the principle of using force 
to resist aggression. 


fices made by American troops in 
Korea should not be 
rendered 
worthless and that nothing can 
bring on war faster than loss of 
American prestige in the Far East 
through any evidence of weakness 
which can be construed as moral 
cowardice. 
In Europe, the same indifference 
to a firm policy could be fatal. To 
be satisfied with a narrow-margin 
victory in the French Parliament 
is, of course, to ignoré the dan­ 
gers of relying on the Western Al­ 
liance with France as a corner­ 
stone.

Red China to terms is promptly 
met with the argument that the 
Communists must not be offended 
lest they engage in a third world 
war against us. 
In Europe, however, a far dif­ 
ferent approach is observed. Soviet 
Russfa sees the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization as a threat to 
use force and German rearmament 
as a specific menace to her secur-, 
ity. Yet not one word has come 
from the pacifists arguing against 
the ratification of the pending 
treaties. 
This is puzzling contradiction, for 
if any government has a right to 
consider the military' alliance now 
being lined up in Europe as di­ 
rected especially against her, it is 
the Soviet regime. 
The Western powers rightly con­ 
tend that their armament prepa­ 
rations are for defense against at­ 
tack or aggression. The same argu­ 
ment, however, holds good with 
respect to Asia, where the aggres­ 
sion has already occurred. The 
American government seems to 
have been checkmated in carrying 
out an effective military policy 
ever since the Chinese aggression 
in Korea began. 
A considerable number of Amer­ 
icans outside of government still 
cling to the belief that the sacrh 


SOVIET RUSSIA knows all this 
and in due time will exercise her 
pressure. She wiU insist that East 
Germany cannot be reunited with 
West Germany at any time if Ger­ 
many rearms. She will strengthen 
her infiltration machinery in Italy 
and France and will depend on dis­ 
unity among the Allies to prevent 
any effective building up of a 
European army. 
The Moscow government holds 
those trump cards, but tht biggest 
of all is her peaceful coexistence 
propaganda that so many people jd 
the Western countries, including 
the United States, are accepting 
with the same gullible and wishful 
thinking which caused them to 
advocate a live-and-let-live philoso­ 
phy toward Hitler in the 1930’s. 
Hitler saw the weakness of the 
AUies as giving him hs chance 
for more and more encroachment. 
He, too, didn’t believe he 
was 
risking war when he attacked Po­ 
land, or that France and England 
would really fight. If they did, ne 
figured, the victory would be his 
before the West could do anything 
to upset his program. 
Probably nobody in the Politburo 
wants to start a world war, but 
there is bound to be some chance- 
taking and some risks incurred be­ 
cause of the disunion among the 
Western states.

THE WEAKNESS of the W e s t 
which is disclosed in the growth 
of the peace-at-any-prce philosophy 
is the most dangerous symptom of 
the cold war that has yet been 
revealed. 
It’s a long time between the vot­ 
ing in the French Parliament and 
the actual rearming of Germany. 
Moscow has not exhausted h e r 
moves, and hasn’t yet shown her 
belligerency. When it reaUy starts 
out to frighten the W e s t e r n Al-

any-price may then raise their 
cry, “ We mustn’t provoke the Rus­ 
sians.” 
While pacifism is a rationalized 
philosophy, it’s good only up to 
the moment the bombs of the ag­

Bowl Receipts 
To Be Split 
Many Ways 


NEW 
ORLEANS 
UPI — Ever 
wonder about what becomes of the 
receipts taken in at a major New 
Year’s football bowl game? 
The National Collegiate Athletic 
Assn. has a set of rules on how 
the money is divided and how the 
tickets are distributed if the bowl 
game involves a member college. 
So let’s take the ex pected figures 
for Saturday ’s Sugar Bowl g^me 
here, in which Navy and Missis­ 
sippi will compete, as an ex ample. 
The total cash receipts, which 
includes money from ticket sales, 
programs, hot dogs, radio and TV 
rights, will approach the half- 
million mark. 
First come the tax es. Uncle Sam 
gets 51 cents for every $6 seat, 
the city of New Orleans 26 cents 
and the state of Louisiana 15 cents.

The y ear 19 54 will go down in 
track and field record books as the 
most memorable one in history . It 
was the y ear two humans achiev­ 
ed what once was thought impos­ 
sible. 
R6ger Bannister, a somber Brit­ 
ish phy sician, and J ohn Landy , a 
studious Australian school teach-1 
er, both ran the mile 
under four i 
minutes. 
Bannister was the first to break 
the big barrier of track when he 
raced the distance in 3:59 .4 on 
May 6 in Ox ford, England. Then 
Landy ran the mile in 3:58 flat m 
Turku, Finland, on J une 21. That 
set the stage for their meeting on 
Aug. 7 
in the British 
Empire 
Games in Vancouver. Bannister 
won the race in 3:58.8. Landy , right 
behind, was caught in 3:59 .6. 
Landy holds the record, but Ban­ 
nister was the first to show that it 
could be done. 
At y ear’s end Bannister retired 
from competition two day s af t e r 
Landy announced he would teach 
in Australia’s “ bush country ” and 
might train for longer distances. I 
Franz 
Stampfl, 
Bannist e r ’ s 
coach, thinks the record will be 
3:50 in 20 y ears, and 3:55 com­ 
monplace *in two or three seasons. 
Americans had little to offer <n 
i:he way of world’s records, possibly 
because they held most of them. 
The only new American world 
track record was the 7:27.3 mark 
or the two-mile relay set by Terry 
Foley , Frank Tarsney , Bill Persi- 
chetty and Tom Courtney of Ford- 
ham University . 
The ever briliant Parry O'Bri­ 
en smashed his own world shot put 
mark with a heave of 60 feet, 10 
inches. O’Brien was the sole Amer­ 
ican field man to set a world mark 
That, too, once was regarded as 
an impossibility . 
Another outstanding trend of 19 54 
was the emergence of Russia as 
a real power in track and field. 
The Russians have been peeking 
from behind the Iron Curtain more 
often, and what the Western coun­ 
tries have seen 
has been 
dis­ 
turbing. The Russians are good. 
They won the world weight-lifting 
championship, although Americans 
didn’t enter all the events. Eventr 
for-event, the Americans beat the 
Russians. 
J ack Crump, one of Britain’s lead­ 
ing track officials, predicts tha1; 
within five y ears the Russians wil 
dominate track and field. That’s 
an unpleasant observation on the 
world leader in track ad fielc 
since the turn of the century .

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14 Major Changes In Tax Low 


I/ . S . I ncome Tax Law Change 


To Benefit American Farmer 


WASHINGTON UPi — One major 
chang e and many minor revisions 
in the federal personal income tax 
law will benefit the American far­ 
mer. 
And, like the rest of us, he will 
be helped by 14 major chang es— 
all of them in favor of the tax- 
rer—which were written into the 
iw by the 8 3rd Cong ress. 
But deadlines come earlier for 
farm income, and at least one de­ 
cision must be made by J an. 15. 
Every citizen, or resident, of the 
United States who in 19 54 had $6 00 
total income ($1,200 in the case of 
those 6 5 y ears or old%r) must file 
an income tax return. That applies 
to children as well as adults, 
plies particularly to the farmer is 
Th^ one major chang e which ap­ 
plies particularly to the farmers is 
a provision under which soil and 
water conservation expenses can 
be deducted from the farmer’s tax ­ 
able income. Under the old code, 
the farmer could g et tax benefit 
for such expenditures only when 
he sold his improved land. 
The farmer’s income tax report 
can g et pretty complicated. Dur­ 
ing tax pay ment time, the revenue 
service spots as many of its per­ 
sonnel about the country as it can 
as free tax counselors. They can 
be located throug h y our local bank, 
post office or county ag ent. 
The revenue service has mailed 
every one who filed a 19 53 farmer’s 
income 
tax report the 
special 
forms for farmers for 19 54. With 
the forms comes an instruction 
booklet. In addition the revenue 
service has on sale, for 25 cents 
at post offices and banks, a plain- 
Eng lish booklet called “ Your Fed­ 
eral Income Tax .” This has a spe­ 
cial 10-pag e section for farmers. 
The farmer may use only Form 
1040, either as a short form or 
long form. 
Here is how dates for filing 
work under the new law: 
t The fanner who has not esti­ 
mated his 19 54 tax, and ha4 not 
made quarterly pay ments, or the 
farmer who wishes to skip the 
J an. 15, 19 55, pay ment on his esti­ 
mated 19 54 tax, must file the final 
19 54 tax return, Form 1040, and 
pay up in full by J an. 31, 19 55. 
2. The farmer who has followed 
t h e 
estimating 
procedure, and 
makes the J an. 15, 19 55, quarterly 
pay ment of his estimated tax li­ 
ability , has until April 15 to file 
his final return, and make any 
further pay ment required by his 
actual income. 
The farmer who decides to file 
a declaration of estimated tax for 
19 55 and pay his estimated tax in 
four installments must g et his dec­ 
laration into the director’s office 
by April 15, 19 55. The first quar­ 
terly pay ment is also due no la­ 
ter than April 15. The other three 


pay ments on the estimated tax 
(all must be equal quarters) will 
be due J une 15 and Sept. 15, 19 55, 
and J an. 15, 19 56 . 
The farmer’s exemptions are the 
same as for other taxpay ers, and 
he benefits like others from new 
exemption provisions. One new ex ­ 
emption provision for students in 
on-farm training helps the farmer 
particularly . 
There are three classes of ex ­ 
emptions—(1) for man and wife; 
(2) for children of the taxpay er; 
and (3) for dependents other than 
children. The instruction booklet 
g oes exhaustively into all three 
classes. Each exemption sets aside 
$6 00 of y our income from taxation. 
The new exemption provisions 
are: 
1. Previously a child could be 
claimed as an exemption only if 
he earned less than $6 00 during 
the tax y ear. The new law allows 
the child to be an exemption re­ 
g ardless of how much income he 
has if: (A) the child is under 19 
y ears of ag e; or (B) is a student 
(reg ardless of ag e) at a recog ­ 
nized education institution or is 
taking on-farm training supervised 
by accredited schools, or on-farm 
traning of a state of a political 
subdivision (a c o u n t y , for in­ 
stance); and (C) the taxpay er pro­ 
vides over half the child’s support. 
2.The second exemption chang e 
adds two new dependents who may 
be claim« ! if they meet two other 
tests (receive over half their sup­ 
port from the taxpay er and re­ 
ceive less than $6 00 income during 
the y ear). One is for any person 
supported by the taxpay er, even 
if not related, who has iiis prin­ 
cipal place of residence with the 
taxpay er and is a member of the 
taxpay er’s household (this excludes 
hired help). The other is for the 
cousin of a taxpay er when the 
cousin is g etting institutional care 
for phy sical or mental disability 
and was prevously a member of 
the taxpay er’s household. 
The farmer is a businessman. 
All his ‘‘ordinary and necessary ” 
business expenses may be deduct­ 
ed from his income, like those of 
any other businessman. This may 
be done in one of two way s — by 
the oash or the accrual method. 
Under the cash method, 
the 
farmer itemizes his actual expen­ 
ditures and deducts them from his 
actual income during the y ear. 
Under the accrual method the 
farmer keeps inventory accounts 
and deducts his expenses incurred 
during the y ear (whether actually 
paid during the y ear, or not) from 
income earned or accrued during 
the y ear (whether or not actu$ly 
received in the y ear). 
This is one of the points where 
the farmer’s income report can 


g et very complex and may require 
expert counsel. 
The big new business deduction 
for the farmer is for expenses of 
soil or water conservation, or pre­ 
vention of erosion, during the y ear 
beg inning on or after J an. 1, 19 54, 
provided they are for the treat­ 
ment or moving of earth and that 
the earth treated or moved is earth 
used in farming by the taxpay er 
or his tenant, at the time the ex­ 
pense occurred, or before it.

Turkey , 
Greece and Yug oslavia. The rest 
of Western Europe, while sched­ 
uled to g et virtually none of the
